“Said Christmas, aud he strove to frown, 
Why do you love me, young and old ?

This was the idea of Christmas some 
forty years ago, is it ? when Dr. Charles 
Mackay wrote the song, of which we 
quote from memory the preceding verse. 
Christmas without snow and a yule log 
and much punch and feasting and re- 
union of families and mirth was con- 
sidered impossible in those days. ‘This 
festive view of Christmas was greatly 
promoted—some said it was invented— 
by Charles Dickens : at any rate all the 
writers of the day adopted it. Christ- 
mas “ numbers ” and Christmas stories, 
much sparser then than they are now, 
were full of the above inseparable attri- 
butes of the season, and no writer in or 
of one would have dared to introduce a 
Christmas family party without the

happy tears of a father and son, or 
or an uncle and nephew, 
ith their old © 
love re-awakened by the associations 
of the time. Even in so sad and serious 
a poem as In Memoriam Tennyson 
cannot write about Christmas without 
introducing the bowl of wassail, the 
yale log, “the mimio picture's breathing 
grace, and dance and song and hogd- 
man-blind.” 

A great change has come over the 
appreciation of Christmas in the last 
few years. There lie before us five 
Christmas numbers, a fair sample: There 
are hints in them at what Christmas 
was, but there’ is nothing in them 
Christmassy, as Burnand calls it, of the 
present. ‘The Christmas picturas, have 
an antiquarian interest, and the Christ- 
mas stories are about everything but 
Christmas ; in fact to modern readers 
it appears that California is the most 
interesting spot, for it is Bret Harte 
that is most in evidence. Many of the 
are even allowed to“ end badly,” 
which would have been intolerable only 
ten years ago. In Pears’ Annual, a 
very good one, the conductors, to get a 
real flavour of Christmas, have had to 
reprint the Cricket on the Hearth, which 
they have not improved to our eyes by 
the very modern illustrations ; and they 
have tacked on, to counteract Dickens, 
a most fin de sidcle story by Henry 
Herman. 

There are several reasons for, this 
decay of Christmas. Before Henry VIII 














| quarrelled with the Pope, when England 


was still Merrie England, the Church’s 
holydays were holidays, and the Sun- 
days remained so witil the seventeenth 
century. Then came the Puritans, 
who abolished holidays altogether, with 
the sole exception of Christmas Day, 
and in desperation our forefathers, who 
had only this one day left to them, sang 
“ Christmas comes but once a yéar, 
‘Thorofore let's be merry.” ee 
They had to crowd all the mirth of 
the year into that one day. “A wave of 
greater wisdom bas spread over’ ‘Hng- 
Jand now. It is recognised that holi- 
days are a necessity, and that, they do 
not lesseti the total amount of work 
that a man does in a year, Again, 
improved means of communication with 
amore holidays have made the reunion 
of families so easy thet the annual 
gathering at Christmas has become obso- 
Tete. ‘the Christmas card has, super- 
seded the invitation to the Christmas 
dinner. The reunion of the family, too, 
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was not élways provocative of mirth, 
and the nineteenth century digestion is 
weaker than that of former centuries. 
‘The traditional meats of the season are 
still brought to table, but it is generally 
only the table that groans under them. 
‘We. make believe where our grand- 
fathers revelled, or their poets said 
they did. 

“But the chatity that the thought of 
Christmas inspires has not died down, 
1s any one may see who looks at a Times 
about the middle or end-of December and 
reads the long list of charities that ask 
for, and obtain contributions at this 
season. If Shanghai asks itself at Church: 
this morning what it has done for the 

rand distressed it need not blush. 
Peace hath its victories no less renowned 
than war, and it has also its calamities. 
China has been free this year from any 
atartling calamity of nature ; but Japan 
has received a blow from which han- 
dreds of thousands are still suffering, 
and Shanghai has not grudged her help. 
In the west a still more terrible calam- 
ity is slaying its thousands in Russia ; 
and if we have not been as generous in 
our assistance to the starving Russians, 
it.ia because no one tells us how our 
money is to be applied. Our own com- 
munity has not passed through 1891 
without more than one severe blow ; 
but the suffering has not been of a kind 
that a subscription could alleviate. On 
the whole there is no reason that this 
should not be a Merry Christmas. 

Personally we cordially wish that it 
will be 8 Merry Christmas to all our 
readers, Only in Utopia could a writer, 
writing every day, hope not to offend 
some one iu the course of a year. But 
if we kave offended any, we would 
gladly recall, if we could, the words ; 
we are heartily sorry if we have lost a 
friend ; for they are harder to make, as 
one gets older, and there is no friend 
like an old friend. We can honestly say 
that we have uever intentionally given 
offence to any oue; if we have thought 
it necessary to find fault, we have 
wished to do it with things or systems, 
not with individuals. 

Again Christmas finds the East and 
the West still at peace ; an armed peace, 
may be, but still not war. China has 
escaped war, both civil and external ; 
and the action of the Empress Dowager 
in making the Emperor learn English 
is a guarantee that her influence—and 
a woman of such ability and waster 





fuluess cannot put off her influence | 


though she nominally retires—is thrown 
in the scale of closer intercourse 
with western nations. Our missionary 
friends, who form so large a portion 
of the foreign population in China, 
have had a trying year, but they 
can comfort themselves with the know- 
ledge that the government and the 
high officials are on their side. ‘Through 
the shadow of the globe we sweep into 
the younger day ; and there is only the 
subdued note of sadness inevitable to 
humanity in this morning’s wish to all 
‘of @ Merry Christmas and a Happy 
New Year!

THE FRENCH ARMIES. 

21st Dec. 
Warrixa on the 14th of July last we 
said: “The French army is now the 
finest and the best armed in Europe, and | 
the consciousness of this has made the | 
nation strangely quiet and patient and | 
unwilling to provoke hostilities.” ‘I'here | 
were many of our readers who regarded 
this statement as to the pre-eminence | 
now attained by the French army as only | 
a compliment appropriate to the day, 
and there were even Frenchmen here who | 
doubted whether it was not au exag- 
geration. It was, however, the deliberate | 
conviction of English and Continental | 
studeuts of military affairs, and it is 
strikingly confirmed by Sir Charles 
Dilke in his most interesting article on 
“The French Armies,” which opens the 
Fortnightly for November. He begins 
by saying: “Germany has this year | 
lost: that uncontested supremacy in| 
Europe which she has enjoyed for 
twenty years. No events, no definite 
facts, sufficiently account for this loss 
not of power but of prestige. From 
Angust, 1870, to the early summer of 
1891, most competent authorities ac- 
corded to Germany the first place for 
strength, and some remarks of my own 
in this Review in 1887 to the effect 
that, for all that we could tell, France 
was as strong, were viewed as partial or 
eccentric, and called forth much cri- 
ticism. For no one reason, a doubtful | 
or hesitating opinion as to the military 
situation in Europe has, in the second 
half of 1891, become general, aud there 
are few who are now willing to maintain 
that Germany is certainly the military 
superior of France, or the Triple Alliance 
certainly superior on land to France 
with her Russian ally.” 

Sir Charles Dilke’s article is much 
too long and too full of matter for us 
to hope to be able to condense it into 
a column; but we may usefully pick | 
out points here and there. ‘ere is 
one point to be noticed in which the 
French officers have changed very much 
froiti,the old English estimate of them. 
Thete are no Marshals at all now, and 
there are happily no Marshal Lebaufs 
to declare that: if mobilisation were 
ordered, not a button would be missing 
on the gaiter of a French private. ‘The 
French officers of the present day are 
more apt to depreciate than toexaggerate 
the merits of their army. “ When hear- 
ing its officers talk one cannot but feel 
that they are rsolved to keep themselves 
within the truth about its strength, ‘he 
French army of 1870 was undoubtedly 
not the first army in the world ; but to 
hear its officers talk one would have 
thought that there was no other.” 

We have hardly realised here the 
importance of the mancenvres that were 
held in France this year.“ ‘The French 
gfand mancuvres in the East were more 
important from the- standing of the 
Geuerals in command than any which

jof genius—that of 1814. 


have ever been held outside Germany. 
They were more important from the 
numbers of men engaged in them than 
any which have ever been held outside 
Russia.” ‘The Generals engaged were 
men whose names will be in every 
mouth when the great Enropean war 
breaks out, though many of them are 
now hardly known out of France; 
Saussier, the generalissimo, de Gallifet, 
Derrécagaix, 
Jamont, de Néwrier, Zurlinden, Brault, 
and Hervé; these men commanded 
“probably the most powerful army 
that has ever been seen in the field 
in time of peace,” while the man- 
ceuvres themselves took place “in the 
very heart of the country illustra- 
ted by Napoleon's greatest campaign 
The centre 
was the plain upon which were fonght 
the battles of Brienne and of La Rot- 
hidre.” For picturesqueness Sir Charles 
Dilke says he has seen nothing to com- 
pare with the incidents in these man- 
@uvres as military xpectacles, except 
when he was the guest of Sir F. Roberts 
in India. ‘The smokeless powder now 
used overspreads the landscape with a 
trifling purple haze, which beautifies all 
objects, though it in no way interferes 
with sight. for the guns, they 
appear to have but the smoke of a 
cigar, and, I may add, the smell of 
a fuzee. Men and horses are now 
visible in battle, however hot the en- 
gagement, however xreat the ummbers, 
with all the clearness in which they 
i i i ws of 
Most striking was. 
the endurance of the troops aud the 
cheerfulness with which their hard work 
was done. ‘Ihe infantry, “with their 
complete kit and equipment, including 
not only extra boots, cooking apparatus, 
brushes, food, aud so forth, as provided 
in the regulations, but also dry wood 
for making fires in the open field,” 
marched on the average nearly 30 miles 
a day, and the cavalry 40 miles. ‘There 
was one case where some infantry 
marched 37 miles one day and 31 on 
the next; and one di of cavalry 
marched 50 miles one day, aud 37 the 
next; aud on seven marching days the 
shade temperature rose above 88° Fahr., 
aud on two days above 92°, while the 
number of meu who fell out or became 
sick was surprisingly small; the per- 
centage being far less than inthe Eng- 
lish manceuvres this year. “Soldiers of 
whom none of the privates had had 
three years’ service, and of whom the 
reserve men had only just come back 
from every kind of civil life im every 
rank of society, marched farther and 
better than our professional soldiers.” 
Sir Charles Dilke was struck by the 
simplicity of life among the officers in 
high places, and the way in which they 
shared the discomforts which the men 
had to bear. It was not summer picnic 
work even for the Generals in command. 
Officers were “quartered in peasants’ 
houses where vermin was not unknown, 
aud where the floors were often com- 


posed of mud, and mud pleatifully

THE ABORTIVE CHINESE LOAN, 
2rd Dee. 
Iy General 'I'chéng Ki-tong’s letter of 
defence against his accusers, addressed 
to M. Bryois, aud published in our 
columns on the 19th of November, the 
General asserted that all the charges 
against him were actuated by jealousy 
at his having been exclusively com- 
missioned by his government to nego- 
tiate in Europe loan of thirty million 
tacls, His government having only 
allowed him for the expenses of this nego- 
tiation a sum of less than one thousand 
pounds, this parsimony compelled him 
to contract the debts for which he 
is now being pursued. Doubt having 
been thrown upon his assertion that he 
was authorised to contract this loan, 
and that the Chinese government hud 
absolutely decided upon making it, the 
Viceroy Li Hung-chang had given him 
permission to publish his authority, but 
the consideration that his doing so 
might diminish the prestige of China's 
representatives in Europe had decided 
him to remain silent under the calumny 
from which he was snffering. His 
calumniators were aided by the fact 
that the promoter of the proposed loan 
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is now dead. ‘There appears, however, 
to be some reason to doubt whether 
this promoter is dead, except in a 
financial seuse; and we are now able 
to lay before our readers a few facts, 
which throw some light on this promoter, 
and on the negotiations carried on at 
home by the gallant General. 

The Chinese Government is to be 
congratulated ouits luckin so frequeutly 
escaping from the embarrassing situa~ 
tions created for it by the impradence 
of those charged with the management 
of its financial affairs. In vain do these 
latter enter into the most compromising 
agreements ; for, chance always comes 
to the rescue and saves the Government 
from having to pay the price of their 
agents’ ignorance and want of care. 
Four years ago they incautiously allowed 
themselves to be entrapped into bes- 
towing on a soi disant Polish Count, 
whose career did not bear investiga- 
tiou, concessions not ouly of the most 
important character, but such as no 
statesman in his senses would ever 
have given away even to a Roth- 
schild. Now we have the case of a 
Galician Jew, a fellow countryman of 
the Count, who though like him an 
utter stranger to China, and quite 
wuknown in the abodes of la haute 
finance, now made them believe he 
could lend the Chinese government a 
sum so considerable as £7,000,000. 
This moderu Crassus, who after months of 
negotiation with the Chargé d’Afaires 
of China in Paris, at last signed a 
contract for this great loan, has lately 
been the object ofa law-snit in which 
the Tribunal de Commerce in Paris has 
given a judgment against him, and 
issued a distress which was only pre- 
vented from being levied by his having 
nothing at the address he gave on whieh 
to distrain, Has the Chinaman lost 
his cunning and will no experience 
teach him? Will nothing show him 
when he has made himself ridiculous? 
An impecunious Jew Jend him seven 
millions sterling! Yet a contract to 
that effect was gravely discussed by the 
Imperial Government and strenuously 
recommended for their acceptance by 
one of the foremost of their councillors, 
avery high and potent personage. It 
is almost incredible ; but it is never- 
theless absolutely true. 

It is astounding the facility with 
which men of this character now obtain 
access to the highest functionaries of 
the land and admittance to the Chan- 
ceries of Chinese diplomatic agents 
abroad. There was a time when a 
regularly accredited foreign ambassador 
would have asked in vain for such an 
audience ; when the insolence of a Yeh 
would have kept him long hours waiting 
in his “outer room,” or like our own 
Chesterfield with Samuel Johnson, have 
“repulsed him from his door.” ‘Times 
have also changed, but in another man- 
ner, as’ was lately shown when sturdy 
‘Admiral Richards passed the great 
Northern Viceroy’s door without looking 
in, thus giving it to be known that to a 
British Admiral there are things more 
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dear than the smiles of even a Chinese 
Bismarck. 

The judgment of the Paris tri- 
bunal to which we refer was delivered 
on September Ist this year. 

The Chinese are a proud people, 
self-reliant, averse to borrowing from 
foreigners, reserved, slow to commit 
themselves, and generally good judges 
of character : what are the inducements 
which lead Chinese officials in the 
highest positions to put themselves in 
the hands of adventurers whose character 
and means they could ascertain at once, 
if they would ask the accredited repre- 
sentatives of foreign Powers at their 
capital ? 


THE NEW DEPARTURE OF THE 
SY.C. 


28rd Dec. 
‘Ine Committee of the Shanghai Yacht 
Club has taken a most commendable 
step in arranging for the introduction 
of an almost uew class of boats. Owing 
to various causes, the number of yachts 
brought up to the line on Saturdays 
this year has so dwindled down, that 
much of the interest taken in the races 
has evaporated ; people began to get 
weary of seeing the same three or four 
boats, geuerally only three, come out 
week after week. ‘I'he new departure 
is therefore a very welcome one. It is 
proposed to institute a class of 24-raters, 
costing only about three hundred taels 
each complete, and therefore within the 
means of all who are fond of the sport ; 
and it will be really good sport to see 
ten or fifteen of these, all about the 
same size and power, cruising about 
the harbour on Saturday afternoons 
next year. ‘They will be so nearly alike 
that they will leave their owners a good 
field to show their seamanship and 
inventiveness, while none of them need 
start with the cousciousness that, bar 
accidents, he is sure to be beaten. 

It is certain that there is no form of 
recreation here in summer that can vie 
with a sail on and a dip into’ the river ; 
and these 24-raters, which will only 
require a crew of one man and a boy, 
and will yuloh well, if the wind fails, 
are unsurpassable for such pleasure 
cruising. ‘They are equally available 
for sailing up and down in front of the 
Garden on band nights: in fact, when 
they are once widely introduced, their 
new owners will wonder how on earth 
it was they never thought of building 
one before. 


THE BUDDHIST REVIVAL. 
24th Dee. 
We are told, says the Indian Witness, 
that Buddhism is experiencing a revival. 
It is not so in China. The length of 
time that the Seven Sleepers of Ephesus 
lay wrapped in unconsciousness is no- 
thing to that of the Chinese Buddhists 
who in fact seem as if they would never 
wake again. All the vitality observable 
in China at present is Confucian and 
Christian, the Buddhist and Taoist 
religions having nothing to say or fight 





about. It was settled by the thinkers 
of the Sung dynasty that there was to 
be no more persecution of Buddhism. 
The orthodox Buddhists since ‘that 
time have laid down their oars and let 
the boat drift whither it would. In 
new literature the Confucian voice is 
triumphant. If superstition is men- 
tioned in recent books it is only to be 
condenmed. Entire scepticism on féng- 
shui is avowed by Confucian writers; 
although they will not abandon’ the 
practice of it. ‘The local worship of 
new divinities which has spol in 
north and south China in the last few 
centuries is not imposing enough to be 
regarded as a Buddhist or ‘Taoist revival, 
nor is it distinguished by the possession 
of aliterature. Some neighbourhoods in 
the north worship the weasel and the 
fox, Small temples are erected to them, 
but they have no: ritual or priests. 
In Central China there are places 
where the worship of particular divinities 
has been introduced aud is maintained. 
still. But the voice of unbelief in 
newspaper articles in regard to such 
divinities is louder than the voice of 
faith, Indeed the fact that the people 
like to honour the fox or some such 
god and take up readily the worship of 
new divinities who may be men, women 
or animals, shows that Buddhism has 
very little living power in the country. 
Nor do native Buddhist authors of 
repute appear in this age to give their 
religion an aspect of life and progress. 
It is not at all impossible that Budd- 
hism has less vitality in China than in 
other countries. We now hear of a 
Buddhist from Ceylon giving a lecture 
in the Albert Hall, Kensington, and 
declaring that after seven centuries of 
silence the bell of Buddhist revival is 
to be struck in India, He says that 
the preseut is an age of increased in- 
tellectual activity and of more ready 
toleration of differing opinions, and it is 
his view just the time for an idealis- 
tic system such as Buddhism to make 
renewed progress. He may think thi 
but it is hard to believe in its possi- 
bility. ‘heosophists are very few in 
nuinbers and in the spread of theosophy, 
as a form of European Buddhism, no 
way is made. In Asia the strength 
of Buddhism is not in its idealism, its 
atheism, or its denial of the existence 
of matter, but in the monastic life which 
offers attractions to those whom the mis- 
fortunes of life have rendered unhappy. 
‘The lecturer visited the birthplaceof Bud- 
dhaincompany with aJapanese Buddhist, 
It was Buddha Gaya in Behar, and they 
found it uncared for and as.desolate as 
possible. In consequence of the efforts 
made by these two mea, four Ceylon 
Buddhists went to reside there and a 
plot of ground was purchased for their 
residence. Joint: letters were. written 
by the lecturer and his friend, the 
Fapanese priest, addressed to the:Bud- 
dhists of Japan, Siam, Burma, ‘aud 
Ceylon. The object was to awaken 
interest in the state of the Buddhist 
sacred places, and to arratigé for the 
support of a monastery on. thé”spot: to 
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aid in their preservation. We are also 
told that when the lecturer had pro- 
ceeded thus far, a, Manchu from Peking 
was introduced, another Buddhist pil- 

rim, who has gone lately to see for 

imself the holy places. His name is 
Lama 'I'ho Ch He went on foot from 
Peking to Mandalay without funds, and 
in accordance with the traditions of bis 
order lived on charity. In the provincial 
capital of Yunnan he was the guest of 
the Viceroy and of the Commander-in- 
Chief. Doubtless these grandees would 
takepleasure in entertaining the traveller 
because his enterprise was a revival of in- 
teresting traditions. Inthe'l'sin and'I’ang 
dynasties, Fa-bien and Hiuen-chwang 
brought honour on their country by 
their travels.to India. One of the most 
widely read Chinese novels, the Si-yu-ki, 
commemorates the travels of the last of 
these in a wildly romantic form. Their 
journeys were brilliant achievements 
and this Lama was engaged in attain- 
ing the same object by a much shorter 
route. They had travelled by the 
Central Asia road to India. ‘This Lama 
desired to take advantage of the settled 
state of Burma to proceed to Buddha’s 
native land through that country. 
‘There can be no doubt that in the 
yamén of the Manchu Commauder- 
in-Chief and of the Viceroy these 
officials and their secretaries would in 
conversation refer to these older pil- 
grimages and use many laudatory ex- 
pressions adapted to encourage the new 
pilgrim and to convince him that the 
many Chinese readers of Fa-hien’s book 
the H-kuo-ki and of the Si-yu-ki would 
follow him with their sympathy. 

Some light may break on the vision 
of the Chinese priests in many a mouu- 
tain retreat as the result of this journey 
of a Loma to the west, but it cannot 
be called a Buddhist revival. He will 
probably return and write a book on 
foreign countries. ‘This will be read 
with interest in the monasteries. From 
it they will learn of the decay of 
Buddhism all over the British poss 
sions, except in Ceylon and Burma. 
The pilgrim has gone farther than any 
of his fellow believers and has travelled 
in the Christian countries of the west. 
‘fo the religions there prevailing he will 
be sure to make reference. He will in 
England meet with the theosophists, and 
pethapsthey gave himfundsto go. Atany 
rate they will make curious enquiries 
into bis belief, because being a Lama 
he is a follower of the ‘'ibetan form of 
Buddhism. The books which he has 
read from his youth are such as 
Madame Blavatsky, if she were not an 
impostor, would have admired, being 
the result of Buddhist thought, and of 
canonical authority, ‘lo the sympathy 
of the theosophists wi!l be added that 
of the chief Buddhists of Ceylon and 
Burina, as well as. of the Japanese 

riests who also travel to the west. 

in his book he will describe all this 
with interest and what he says will 
be read in the monasteries of the 
Peking hills and talked about with 
much interest.

learned much from the books of Pin- 
chun, Kuo Sung-tao aud 'séng Chi-tsé, 
Now the Buddhists will have their turn 
and receive a little light on the state of 
foreign countries, But anything like a 
Buddhist revival leading ‘to this pil- 
gtimage has not taken place. It is 
merely the fact that one of the modern 
readers of the books written by former 
pilgrims learued that the British occu- 
pation of Burma renders travel to 
India by that route easy and rapid, and 
he made up his mind to try it. ‘he

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Tt was not until the year 1852, when the 
residents at Hougkong and the tive treaty 
ports of China were startled by vague 
sof a great catastrophe in 
the then distaut north, due to the sulden 

i banks by the Yellow River, 
an world may be said to 
have been niwde aware of its existence ; 
and it was uot till vighteen years later, in 
1870, that the aluiwst incredible fact of the 
river having bodily changed its course from 
the south to the north of the Shantung 
promontory was verified by Mr. Ney Elias, 
whose report was published in the proceed- 
ings of that year of the North China Branch 
of the Royal Asiatic Society. From the 
int of divergence near Kaiféug Fu, the 
capital of the province of Honan, the area 
enclosed by the two extreme chaunels in 
the north aud in the south, with the iuter- 
vening coast-line, forms roughly an equi- 
ngle, each side of which measures 
four hundred miles, in which is enclosed 
the impass ble mountainous region of Shan 
tung, on one or the other side of which the 
river necessarily finds its ou'let to the sen 
—unfortunately m neither direction navi- 
gable by anything beyond the capacity of a 
superior punt, 

‘The earliest Chinese records, dating back 
from over three thousaud years, describe 
the struggles of patriotic wandarins with 
thiserraticstream, butsmall credit has been 
awarded to them by Europeans whose belief 
iu Chinese engiveering powers, or at least 
in such powers being employed successfully, 
has been hitherto of the slenderest nature. 
We read, at the time of the last grent breach, 
in 1887, of towns totally submerged, villages 
swept away, Yast plains converted into 
inland seas nnd of the drowuing of myriads 
cf mbabitants and the destruction of their 
present anc future means of subsistence, 
Later ou, came the memorials in the Peking 
Gazette telling of huge sums expended in 
coolie hire and millet stelks by means of 
which corrupt officials, who were supposed 
ty be making fortunes out of the calamity, 
were reported to be vainly endeavouring 
to stop the formidable breach. No one 
believed tha: it ever would or could be 
stopped by the natives themselves, ignorant 
of hydraulic science aud totally unfurnished 
With machinery, steam-engines and the 
humerous appliances which the nineteenth 
ceutury has placed at the disposal of the 
hydraulic engineer inthe W Hence, 
oilers of aid showered down on the Chinese 
otficials from all quarters. Merchants on 
the spot, private engineers, great syndicates 
frou abroad, agents of! European. con- 
tractors offered to undertake the work and 
attributed the ca.m neglect of their advies 
ty the usual anti-foreign ubstructiveness of 
the Chinese character. 


All the while the Chinese were quietly 
going to work in their uy slow but wetho- 
dical inanuer until the grest breach which 
occurred in September 1887 was tually 
closed in January 1889, ‘That the nat ve 
methods of setting about this grext- work 
are practical and effective we have the tes 
timony of the experienced Dutch experts 
who examined aud have reported on the 
work : where the Chinese fail is, as is the 
case with everything they construct, in the 
keeping up the repairs afterwards—the 
stitch in time which saves nine. 

It was to be expected that the Duteh, 
whose very existence throughout the whole 
extent of theit limited country is absolutely 
dependent on the faithful execution and 
maintenance of gigantic hydraulic works, 
should feel a keen interest in the news of 
the terrible calamity which overwhelmed 
the central plain of North China in 1887 :

But is saying 20 I am compelled to. admit that 
jn my judgment persons abroad attach too 
much importance to the utterances to which 
Itefer. ‘They do not know the play of oux 
electioneering system. ‘They do not appre. 
ciate the enaueipation from considerations of 
prudential patriotism which is conferred by 
Situation of ‘lesser responsibility and greater 
freedom.” (Laughter.) But still: should like 
tosay # word with respect to the policy of her 
Majesty's Government on that subject.as it has 
been challenged. That policy is absolutely un- 
changed. (Cheers.) We have no intention of 
retiring from the task! hatwebave undertaken. 
(Kenewed cheers.) We, as a Government, 
are not responsible for the situation in Egypt. 
We did not go there. When we came, into 
office we found matters in a state of consider- 
‘able confusion which the lapse of years has 
Tectified. But we know that England before 
our time underwent great sacrifices, shed her 
most precious blood, and scattéred treastire 
freely in order to resoue Egypt from the evils 
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that bad overtaken her, and that if England 
acted alone in that matter it was not her 
fault, And now that the blood is spilt and 
the treasure spent, and the great result is in 
course of being achieved, we cannot allow all 
that to be awept away os if it were a last 
year’s almanack, and suffer the country which, 
‘at so much cost, has been rescued to fall back 
into the condition of anarchy and confusion 
and danger to all ite neighbours which it 
cctupied a few years ago. (Cheers.) Our 
‘object is not, as some have said, to sever the 
links which connect Egypt with the Ottoman 
Empire. Far from it, We to. retain 
her. in her present legal posit that 
ition in the Ottoman Empire which is 
defined by treaties and, tirmans, But we 
desire that within that legal position Egypt 
should be strong enough of herself to repel all 
external attack and to put down all internal 
disturbance. ‘That position is not gained in 





















a day, We are advancing towards it. We 
carnéatly hope that we shall tou reach it, or 
reach it within a reasonable time. Perhaps, if 


we are ussiated by others, we may reach it 
more quickly than we should otherwise do. 
Perhaps, if no obstruction is placed in our 
way, the goal will be more quickly attained. 
But until that end is achieved, it must be the 
force of another Power that will keep Egypt 
from slipping back into condition expused 
to the attacks of barbarians without and in- 
triguers within, and that other Power must 
be England.

A governor-general whose action has just 
deen brought to the notice of the Government, 
was found. to have clandestiuely purchased 
some months ago, at a low price, grain to the 
value of over 30.,000 roubles. His province

The Agreement is now complete, except 
that it has to be submitted in the form of a 
Treaty, to the United States Senate; and 
there can be little doubt that President Har- 
rison will succeed in obtaining the ratification 
of an instrument to which he has pledged 
himself. The controversy as to the Behring 
Sea has been tedious and irritating, not mere- 

itain and the United States, 
hut_also to our fellow-subjects in the Do: 
minion. It is not the least. triumph of Lord 
Sulisbury’s Adn:inistration that he has now 
brought the dispute to a pacific aud reason- 
able settlement. Whatever the award may 
be, we are prepared to accept it cheerfully, 
and carry it out loyally. All along we have 
wanted no more thian what we believe to be 
and a similar it of fair. 
Gealing has animated, we believe, the great 
bulk of the American people. But, as the 
lawyers know, uo quarrels are so” obstin- 
ately prolonged as those in which each of 
the two parties has faith in his own cause. 
Although we consider that history and equity 
are alike unfavourable to the American con- 
tentions, so astute and determined an advo- 
cate as Mr. Blaine was able to invest them 
with a plausibility which might well deceive 
his own countrymen, All the more credit is 
due to our Government for having induced 
the Washington diplomatists to come to terms 
in an International litigation which, though 
it, never, perhaps, threatened the peaceful 
relations between the two nations, was fertile 
in highly sapiens and not very dignified 
bickerings. Like nearly all the other Inter- 
national questions which Lord Salishury has 
been called upon to deal with, it has’ been 
disposed of in a manner creditable to himself 
and honourable to the country. The simple 
explanation is that, without the bluster or 
the chicanery too often employed in diplo- 
matic intercourse, he has caused Ministers 
abroad to understand that we know our own 
power, and intend to stand ont for our own 
rights.

The Parnellites have not been merely 
defeated, but utterly routed, at Cork ; an 
though Mr. Redmond and his friends’ talk 
bravely enough about fighting on, they must 
know that for the time at all events the game 
isup. Ifthe struggle is continued. it will 
not be with any PresPet of eventual ‘success, 
but because the Parnellites understand that 
from Mr. Tim Healy and his comrades they 
‘can expect no mercy. It has always been a 
quality of the Irish patriot to hit his op- 
ponenis when they are down ; and just now 
‘the avowed object of the Anti-Parnellites is 
to drive out of polsical life the men who 
remained faithful to the Uncrowned King. 
The Healys and the O’Briens will bo allowed 
to gratify their spite and to hound down their 
former friends ; but the substantial results of 
the Cork election belong to the priesthood, 
Not all the “honesty” of Mr. Dillon, coupled 
with the sublime eloquence of Mr. ‘O'Brien, 
would have sufficed to return the patriotic 
butter merchant, had the priests given their 
support to Mr. Redmond or even stood aloof 
from the contest. ‘The two factions into 
which the Nationalist party is broken up are 
known as Parnellites and Anti-Parnellites 5 
but it would be far more correct to speak of 
them as Clericals an Anti-Clericals, 

It remains to be seen what use the priests 
will make of their victory ; but it will indeed 
be strange if the Cork election does not make 
itclear to the English Nonconformist that 
Home Rule means Rome Rule, and that it is 
not Mr. John Dillon and Mr, Michael Davitt 
who are the real leaders of the Nationalists, 
but Archbishop Walsh and Archbishop 
Croke. Not only so, but the incidents of the 
past three weeks prove, if anything can prove, 
the utter incapacity ‘of ‘Ireland for elt 
government. Why, if it had not been for 

police very few of Mr. 
Flavin's supporters would have dared to 
record their votes ; the city would have been 
the scene, not merely of brawls and faction- 
fights, but of something very like civil war, 
auil the tale of killed and wounded would 
have been enormous. Yet, with this experi- 
ence fresh in his mind, Mr, Gladstone, in his 
letter to Professor Stuart, actually declares 
himself in favour of handing over the police 
to the lecal authorities, and, we may fairl 
resume, at the satue time practically denud-

amply staffed. Even this could be cured, in 
towns, by a system of parochial union such 
‘as bas been more than once advocated, At 
‘any rate, we believe it to be impossible to 
find, in towns at any rate, @.case in which a 
great number of short and varied services, 
Fome simple, some ornate, aud none ne- 
cessarily burdened with that terrible incubus 
the regulation sermon has been tried and has 
failed.

Prodactios goes on im all 
the permanent trades at an amazing rate, 
sceumulation never ceast the wealth of the 
wr considered as a corporation advances 
Reape and bounds—vide the returns of Sa 
savings-baaks in all countries—and the public 
treasuries get what they want almost for the 
asking. The world makes more than it ever 
did; and though extravagance, sometimes 
of the wildest kind, has become a fashion 
with a class, there is a great disposition to 
hoard too, and to live far within your means, 
a disposition promoted, especially on the 
Continent, by every crash, and every fresh 
alarm of war. One only need look round the 
suburbs of any great town west of the Vis- 
tula to know that entire sections of society 
must be living far within their incomes 
that is, automatically refilling the reservoirs 
of capital. Our object is only to point out 
how severely the well-to-do have recently 
suffered, and if there is no war, will contiaue 
to suffer, from crashes and the gradual 
crease in the productiveness of invested capi. 
tal. It has fallen in thirty years from 5 to 3 
per cent., and will fall yet further, till the 
thrifty grow bewildered, and trust anybody 
and anything rather than, as they say, kee 
their money in old stockings. ‘The process 
a natural one, and not to be lamented, for, 
after all, the taxpayers are relieved, and new 
classes are forced to work instead of idling, 
which is, on the whole, with some large reser- 
vations as to the value of happiness, better 
for maukind. Still, there is much suffering, 
or perhaps we should say, a great increase of 
anxiety, in classes unused to it, which is 
worth noting as a feature of the day, and 
which will by-and-by affect visibly the de- 
meanour and attitude of the middle class.

LICENTIATES DEPRIVED OF THEIR DEGREES. 

Yang Chang-chiin, Governor-General of 
Shensi'and Kansu, reports that two grad- 
uates by purchase, Ch'én Pao-hsiian and 
Ch‘én Sou, natives of Kuangtung, repre- 
sented themselves as natives of Kansu and 
obtained the eighth and twenty-fifth places 
in the examination for the degree of Licen- 
tinte held in the provincial capital. On 
being questioned by the authorities they 
admitted that they were-natives of Kuang- 
tung, but they stated that they had lived 
for Many years in Kansu and were not 
aware of the regulations, which make it 
compulsory to inform the local authorities 
with « view to obtaining a certificate allow- 
ing the oandidate to compete in an ex- 
‘amination for the degree of liceutiate in a 
province which is not his native province. 

The memoriliat suggests that although 
this case is different from cases in which 
pooplehave passed themselves off as natives, 
after only a short, residence in a province, 
yet as Ch'in Pao-hstian and Ch‘éu Sén had 
not given due notice to the local authorities 
they should consequently be deprived of 
their licentiate's degree. 

Rescript.—Let Ch'én Pao-hsiian and 
Chien Sin be deprived of their Licentinte's 
Degree.

A MILITARY OFFICER DROW 
Yang Ch‘ang-chiin, Viceroy of Shensi and 
Kansu, reports the death by drowning of 
Hsiao ‘Té-hua, a second captain stationed 
at Kushuichingp‘u. On the 7th of the 
8th month (September 9th) the deceased 
went to Chungwuhsien to serve out 
rations to the troops. After calling the 
roll and distributing the tallies, he started 
again for his camp. He arrived at the 
river as it was getting late and as the ferry 
boat had ceased running for that night, 
he hired a raft to yet across the river. 
Unfortunately as the current was running 
very strong the raft was knocked to pieces, 
and the deceased, his two comrades who 
were with him on the raft, and the two 
Voatmen fell into the water. Li Yi, the 
boatman, and the two soldiers were carried 
ashore and escaped with their lives. ‘The 
deceased and the other boatman, Chou 
‘Ts‘un-wa, were carried down stream and 
drowned. The body of the deceased was 
found at some distance down the stream 
six days after the accident. 
“The Viceroy yoes on to say that the 
deceased who hel Deen on active service 
for several years, had displayed zeal in the 











Performance of his doties, and as he met 
death when engaged in the service of 
his sovereign, his ease is one which calls 
for special consideration. His name is 
therefore included in the list of those whose | 
families are to receive compassionate al- 
lowances.—Rescript.—Let the Bourd of War 
take note.

PUNISHMENT FOR PRESENTING 4 PETITION 
10 THE EMPEROR. 

Chou Shih-chu and Wén Yo-tsung are 
natives of Chienauhsien in Chihli. “The | 
former is a carpenter by trade and the 
latter belongs to the Banner corps of the | 
‘The two men, living in the same 
village, are old acquaintances. Wén Yo- 
tsung and a fellow villager, Sun Lu-féng, 
and Sun T‘ien-pi, his son, neither smoked 
tobacco or drank wine and gave it to be 
understood that they were members of the 
Tsaili Hui. Their object in joining the 
society was regard for their health, and 
they deprecated the idea that the society 
was an unlawful one and denied having 
acknowledged any one as their master. 
In the village there was a council which 
directed the affairs of the comuunity ; 
Sun Lu-féng was the president of this 
council and Wén Yo-tsung was also 
engaged in the management of its affairs, 
In 1888 Sung Lu-féng engaged Chou 
chu to repair the furniture belonging to 
the council. As he did the work badly, 
his remuneration which amounted to some: 
thing over a dollar was withheld. This 
led to a quarrel between the parties con- 
cerned. 

In February, 1889 Chou Shih-chu’s nep- 
hew, Chou Fa, at the request of Wen 
Yo-toung, sold Wen Yo-tsung’s wife, who 
was a worthless wonuan, to « Manchurian 
tobacco merchant for the sum of 4 dollars 
50 cents. Instead of paying the money, 
the tobacco merchant yave Chou Fa a 
quantity of tubsceo and a horse. Chou Fa 
was proceeding homewards when he met 
a fellow villager Chou Tien-ming. This 
man had a connection by marriage, named 
Chang Yuug-té, for whom in former days 
Chou Fa had’ acted as agent, and sold 
his wife, misapproprinting the ‘price paid 
for her. Chang Yung-t had repeatedly 
begged Chou “Tien: to obtain the 
money from Chou Fa. ‘this, Chou 'Tien- 
ming had not bev able to do, and mak- 
ing the best of his opportunity he took 
the horse away from Chou Fa. Chou Fa 
asked Chou Shih-chu to recover the horse 
for him. Chou Shih-chu, with a view to 
his own interest, determined to get the 
horse and keep it until the money which 
the village council owed him for his 
carpentering werk had been paid. He 
accordingly weut to Chou Tien-ming and 
persuaded him to hand over the horse, 
saying that he would sell it and refund to 
Chang Yung-té the price of the wife which 

iad been misappropriated by Chou Fa. Chou 
‘Tien-ming, believing that he would act up 
to his word, let him havethe horse which 
Chou Shih-chu led away and kept for 
himself. In April of the same year Wen 
Yo-tsung and his brother Wén Yo-wu went 
to Chou Shih-chu’s house, and requested 
him to give up the horse which he refused 
todo. Wen Yo-tsung and Wen Yo-wu, 
thereupon assaulted Chou Shih-chu with a 
stick. Chou Shih-chu snatched up a knife 
and disarmed his assailants. Wén Yo-

Wen Yo-tsung having failed in his 


first attempt to recover the horse, deter- 
mined to in have recourse to violent 
measures. In June, therefore, he took 
with him Chao Yung-Kktuei, Chou Tien- 
ming, Chou Ming-shan, Chou Huan-tou, 
Wén Yo-wu, Wen Yo hsien, and they all 
proceeded to the house of Chou Shih-chu 
with the object of seiziug the horse. When. 
they got to the house they found that 
Chou Shih-chu had gone out and had taken 
the horse with him. They accordingly 
laid hands on some clothes and provisions 
which they carried off. Later, in July, as 
Liu Wan-chiian, a labourer employed ‘by 
Chou Shil-chu, was ploughing on Chou 
Shih-chu’s land, Chou Tien-ming led away 
the ox and the ass which were drawing the 
plough. Chou Shih-chu reported the case to 
the district magistrate and begged him to 
have Chou Tien-ming arrested. Chang Ch‘i- 
chih, the captain of the train-bands, arrested 
Chao Yung-k'uei, Chou Tien-ming and 
Chou Ming-shan, but they escaped before 
he could hand them over to the police. 
Chou Shih-chu thereupon carried his com- 
plaint to the prefectural court. Wen Yo- 
tsung had a friend named Ho Shao-hsien, 
an official, at that time without employment. 
‘This man with a view to an amicable 
arrangement went to Chou Shih-chu’s elder 
brother, Chou Shib-fang, who agreed to the 
terms proposed. Ho Shao-hsien then per- 
suaded Wen Yo-tsung tu make an apology 
to Chou Shih-chus Chou Shih-chu, how- 
ever, would have nothing whatever to say 
to this, and again carried his plaint to 
the prefectural court. The prefect again 
ordered the district, magistrate to take 
proceedings against Wen Yo-tsung. 

Subsequently Chou Shih-chu got hold 
of a false story that Wen Yo-tsung, who had 
beaten hin and carried away his property, 
did so at the instigation of Sun Lu-feng 
and his son who were his enemies. Chou 
Shih-chu was very indignant at this and 
fabricated an accusation to the effect that 
Sun Lu-téng had founded an unlawful 
society, and lad ordered his subordinates 
to beat him and carry of his property, This 
accusation he had put into written form 
intending to take itto the capitel. Having 
then ascertained that the Emperor was 
going to leave the Palace, he placed himself 
on the road along which the Lnperial cortége 
passed and presented his petition, Fur this 
offence he was handed over to the Board of 
Punishments, and afterwards by Tmperial 
command sent to the prosineial capital for 
trial. There it was elicited that he was in 
fact lamed for life and that his case was 
not a mere trumped up one. 

‘The punishment for presenting a petition 
to the Emperor is 100 strokes with the 
bamboo and perpetual banishment to a 
place near the frontier. Although Chou 
Shih-chu’s offence was committed before 
the amnesty of last year 10 diminution ean 
be made in the sentence. But as he is a 
cripple he will be allowed to ransom him- 
self. Wen Yo-tsung having assaulted Chou 
Shih-chu and wounded him with a knife, 
is to receive 80 blows and be banished for 
two years, Although he is a Bannerman, 
yet, according to the new law, he is to be 
punished in the same way as if he were a 
Chinese. 

Chao Yung-k‘uei is to be punished one 
degree less severely. He is to receive 70 
blows after which he will be discharged.

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‘REFUGES FOR THE SUFFERERS FROM THE 
FLOODS OF LAST YEAK. 


‘Yang Tsung-lien, Taotai of the circuit of 
‘Teungehow and Yung-p'ing Fu reports that 
duriug last winter several thousand persons, 
sufferers from the disastrous floods of the 
summer, had flocked to Tungchow. They 
wereexposed to allthe hardships of cold and 
hunger and their condition called for much 
commiseration, Alarge building was erected 
outside the eastern gute of the town for 
the reception of the women, while the men 
found shelter in a matshed which was put 
up on the waste ground near the refuge. 
Congee was served out to the refugees, th 
rice being taken from the provision set aside 
for winter relief. A sum of two thousand 
dollars from the funds collected by public 
subscription was put out at interest with 
the objact of covering the expenses of the 
refuge during future years. In May of 
the present year money was distributed 
among the refugees who were then sent to 
their original homes. There being plenty 
of space on the ground where the -refuge 
stood, the Tastai had several additional 
buildings put up. ‘The only thing wanting 
was a supply of grain for the yearly con- 
sumption, such as is granted by Imperial 
bounty to the refuge at Wangshuyiian, 
‘This being the ense the official in charge of 
the granaries, wt the request of the Taotai 
and of the department magistrate, nddress- 
ed a memorial to the Em i 
permission to distribute 
chow granary two hundred piculy of the 
coarser kind of rice. —Rescript.—Noted.

DEATH OF PO WANG, SON OF SENGKOLINGH IN. 

Decree: Poyénnomuhu, Prince of the 
Khoreh‘in tribe in Mongolia, was a loyal, 
zealous and thoroughly trustworthy servant 
of the State, In the reign of Hsien Feng 
he was selected for duty in the Imperial 
presence, and having attracted the favour- 
able notice of the Emperor ‘Tung Chih, 
he was created a Bei-léh and granted the 
decoration of the three-eyed peacock 
feather. On the death of his father he 
inherited the title of Prince of the first 
order and became a Minister of the Presence 
and Chamberlain of the Guards. Havin; 
deen raised to the rank of lieutenant-general 
in the Manchu army, he saw active service 
in Fengt‘ien against mounted robbers 
and. was subsequently appointed » high 
minister for holding’ reviews and given 
command of the battalion known as chien 
jui, On our accession to the throne, we 
conferred upon him repeated marks of 
gur favour, giving him the control of 
the Peking field force, of the Imperial 
Equipage department and of the Imperial 
Armoury, in all of which posts he acquitted 
himself with scrupulous care and unflagging 
energy. He had recently received leave 
to enable him to return to his home in 
order to complete the funeral arrangements 
of his parents and we had hoped that on 
his return to Peking he might long 
continue to be the recipient of our favours. 
‘The news of his sudden demise has filled 
ug with the deepest grief. We command 
Huai T‘a-pu, Vice President of the Board 
of Ceremonies at Moukden, to repair to the 
spot and offer oblations to his remains, 
taking with him the t‘o-lo pall which we have 
conferred upon him. We allot « sum of Tis. 
5,000 to he paid from the treasury uf the 
Board of Revenue at Moukden, to cover the 
expenses of his funeral. Let all the faults 
commitied during his official career be con- 
doned and let the yaméw concerned report 
upon the other observances to be paid 
to his memory, We command that his 

ndson, A-mu-érh-ling-kuei, shall sue- 
ceed to the title of Prince, and’on his son 
Wen-tu-su, we confer the title of Bei-léh 
and his son Po-ti-su we create a Duke, in 
order to manifest our deep regard for the 
memory of a loyal and devoted eervant.

‘This fund was raised by foreigners te 
show their appreciati the kivdness of 
fa jinricsha cvolie towards a distressed 
foreigner and amounts to $310 in sums 
varying from 81 to The coolie has 
now been established in a business of 
his own choosing, namely that, of lodging- 
house keeping. His house is No. &0, 
Wuhu Road, between Canton Road and 
the Yaug-king-pang, and is fitted up 
with a number of bunks and beds which he 
lets out at seventy-five cash a night. Per- 
haps the Municipal Couneil might show 
their appreciation of the coolie’s conduct 
by forgetting to collect the taxes on No. 50 
Wuhu Road in future! There was no difii- 
culty in raising the above amount, a 
of $47 being oe id at Takao and Any 
by Dr. W. W. Myers, while Taku sent $7 
through Mr, J. D. Clark, and some money 
came from Foochow and Hankow. 

The cvolie was himself in straitened 
circumstances when he assisted the fo 
eiguer ; he owed seven months’ rent 
had pawned some of his clot! He 
is now happily out of difficulties and 
it is hoped that his business will be 
flourishing one. The original idea was to 
spend some jinticshas for him, so that 

e could live on the hire from them, but 
as he said the Police were so strict and the 
coulies not to be depended upon, the idea 
was atandoned. His wish and that of 
his wife to be started in a native lodging 
house was complied with, aud te prevent 
as much as possible loafers and others 
trying to take advantage of him, he has 
















































been provided with a signboard with the| 


words ‘Under foreign protection” on it, 
He has also been presented with a pair of 
scrolls, one bearing the Confucian sentiment 
* All within the Four Seas are brethren” 
and the other an equally good Chinese 
maxim, ‘All men are one in heart; all 
hearts are one in principle.”

PIBCH GOODS.—As might have been expected there has been a considerable diminution in the amount of business to be reported this 
week, not only because the interval is somewhat curtailed by the Christmas holidays commencing to-morrow, which necessitates this 
being issued a little earlier than usual, but chiefly as a natural consequence of the enormous transactions which have been daily entered. 
into throughout the last three or four weeks. Still, a fair quantity has found buyers, the market, meanwhile, showing no sign of weakneag, 
but, at the same time, it remains extremely difficult to extract even the smallest advance. With an exchange which continues to 
decline it is, of course, almost impossible for Importers to book further orders considering the narrow margins on which they 
were working before, and no assistance comes from Manchester, as, although that market may be weak, the heavy engagements alreadi 
entered into have the effect of keeping prices fairly steady. The markets in the States are easicr, however, the sales ruling here are still 
too low to cover cost at the present exchange, and it it confidently stated that the recent heavy transactions in Drills cannot do more 
than just scrape out, It is quite satisfactory to see that the holders of the principal regular auction are beginning to adopt a new system 
in place of the suicidal practice, carried on for so many years, of forcing off large quantities of goods whether they were in season or out; the 
weekly offerings have been for the past month, and coiitinue to be, considerably curtailed, as they should be during this extremely dull, 
not to say practically “closed season ” for ‘ spot” goods. 

Sraristics.--From the figures given on the page 886, of the comparative Re-exports from this to Tientsin for the last Eleven years, it 
will be seen that the consumption of goods at that Port has, during the current year, been on much the same lines as Newchwang, namely, 
a large increase in American Drills, at the expense of English makes, and, also, of Sheetii both American and English, and Indian Yarn, 
at the expense of most other Grey Goods. Woollens, too, are very similarly situated, Long Ells and Lastings both showing a, great 
improvement, On the whole the trade of the Port seems to have been about up to the average, exhibiting very little developement 

Grey Shirtings.—8.4-Ibs.—The sales published this week make a very small total, but there is no doubt that they are only put in at & 
nominal figure in order to give the quotation, as some of the chops have been contracted for in fairly large quantities, it is necessary, 
therefore, to simply give the prices paid, namely :—Green and Gold Dog 11.16, Green Drayon and Drayon 31.40, Red ' Lion and Flay 
91.424, Red Jovs 41.524, and Green Dragon and 5 Men $1,624, all but the first being less 1%.
